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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed July 29, 2008, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection 
of claims 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 14 and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 
103 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 14 and 15 under 
35 U.S.C. 103 have been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A thorough search 
of the prior art of record did not disclose any reference, alone or in combination with other 
reference(s) that teaches or fairly suggests the following: with respect to claim 1 , a tube 
connecting a canister having a shut-off valve which closes an outlet from the canister in 
response to the canister being full; with respect to claim 14, a pressure regulator fluidly 
connected between a collection canister and a wall suction point. 

5. With respect to claim 1, the closest prior art of record is WO 96/05873 A to Lina et al. 
Lina teaches or fairly suggests all of the limitations of claim 1 except for a tube connecting a 
canister having a shut-off valve to a wall suction point. Since the device of Lina is portable and 
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comprises a single housing enclosing both a pump and a canister, it would not be obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the device of Lina by connecting the device to a wall 
suction point, as a vacuum pump is already present and there is not structural means disclosed 
by Lina for bypassing the pump to draw air through the canister to collect fluid from the wound. 
Therefore attempting to modify the device of Lina would necessarily render the device 
unsatisfactory for its intended purpose. 

6. With respect to claim 14, the closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2004/0064132 to Boehringer et al. Boehringer discloses of fairly suggests all of 
the limitations of claim 14, however the Boehringer reference is not valid prior art under 35 
U.S.C. 102.
